TO REALTY MEN. 


His Theme Is Rationalism in 
Real Estate. 


Angelenos’ Advocate Clean

Bill to This End Is Now Un- 
der Advisement. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE-TO THE TIMES.) 


FRESNO, Oct. 12.—({Exclustve Dis- 
patch.) Julius R. Black of Los An- 
geles opened discussion on “Rational- 
ism in Real Estate” at the evening 
session of the California State Real | 
Estate Federation today, by reading a 
notable paper, In which he pointed out 
the dangers of miarepresenting values 
of property. He said exaggeration of 
merits of jand has more elements of 
danger for the broker than for the in- 
vestor; that it behooves the broker 
to use the same discrimination for the 
purchaser as he would for himeelf. 
He said in part: 

“During the pagt five years the vol- 
ume of real estate business transacted 
in the United States has been enor- 
mousiy greater than for any similar 
period of aétivity in the history of the 
country. It is one of the symptoms of 
the remarkable era of prosperity 
through wich the country is passing. 
OPTIMISM CAUSES PROSPERITY. 

Prosperity such as this, which comes 
upon us by leaps and bounds, hag no 
part of conservatiem to thank for its 
creation. t* born of pure and 
adulterated optimism, and therein lies 
a pitfall fraught with danger for any 
man whose principal axiom is to get 
all the business he can, no matter how 
he gets it. Exaggeration, misrepre- 
Sentation and down t deception, 
whether self-deception™ or otherwise, 
masquerading under the cloak of op- 
timism, is responsible for every 
bursted real estate boom, and guilty 
of @ category of evils too various for 
enumeration. In the. excitement of a 
quickening market the power of imag- 
ination is permitted to run riot with 
the truth, and fancy is drawn upon to 
supply fuel for the flame of an already 
overheated situation. This condition 
of affairs is not peculiar to any lo- 
ecality. It obtains wherever and when- 
ever enough excitement exists to stir 
up the speculative element in human 
nature. 

It may be laid down as a safe rule 
for the guidance of every careful real 
estate broker, that a piece of land 
which must depend upon exaggeration 
and ‘nisrepresentation tc well, whether 
at an inflated or a reasonable valua- 
tion, has more of the elements of dan- 
ger in it for himself than for the in- 
vestor. The investor may sustain a

No dis- 
crimination is made against the ad- 
mission of patients from this part of 
the State, but the long distance is an 
objection, as many persons wish to 
have their afflicted relatives as near 
as possible. The promoters of the 
new project believe that there are a 
large number of epileptics in South- 
ern California ho should receive 
treatment in camp, and they hope to 
formulate a plan which will commend 
itself to the support of the public.

It will be remembered that Lon 
Beach made up its mind that it wanted 
to annex the debatable territory in a 
hurry, just when San Pedro was con- 
templating doing a little annexing it- 
self. A petition was presented to the 
Trustees of San Pedro asking that an 
election be called, and it was laid over 
for one week to permit the names be- 
ing canvassed to see if all the petition- 
ers were qualified electors. 

This lapse of one week was the op- 
portunity of Long Beach. The day 
before the meeting at which San Pe- 
dro would and did call an election, the 
Trustees of Long Beach. in response 
to a petition signed by “C. FE. Smith, 
et al.” called an election without tak- 
ing any time to canvass the names on 
the petition. 

Whether the alleged petitioners were 
qualified electors or not, cannot be 
stated one way or the other. for the 
reason that the original petition, upon 
which the election afterwards held 
hinged. mysteriously disappeared. 
Counsel for Rice, otherwise San Pedro. 
claims that the basis for the election 
impugned having been shuffled, out of 
the way—either intentionally or unin- 
tentionally doesn’t matter—the  pre- 
sumption must be against Long Beach, 
and particularly in light of other cir- 
cumstances. 

This impromptu call for an election 
was made by resolution, but San Pe- 
dro claims that the Trustees tn adopt- 
ing this method became a law unto 
themselves, for the law specifically 
states how an election shall be called, 
and it is net yresolution, but by or- 
dinance. Attorféy Hupp pointed out 
the almost certain reason why the elec- 
tion was called by resolution and not 
by ordinance, for one section of the 
law reads as follows: . 

“No ordinance shall be passed by «a 
Roard of Trustees on the day of its 
introduction, nor within five days 
thereafter.” 

If the Long Reach Trustees had at- 
tempted to carry the plan contemplated 
by ordinance, San Pedro would have 
held the election first and gathered In 
the territorial plum both were anxious 
to gobble. As a way around this man- 
datory requirement, a resolution was 
adopted and San Pedro was ered 
out of the territory. 


VIGNES REARRESTED. 
TWO INDICTMENTS RETURNED.
